SECOND BECKER TRIAL MAY 6 


“Lefty Louie” Offered a Confession 
=—Clancy’s Last Hour Plea for 
Reprieve for “‘Dago Frank” 


One of the witnesses who testified at 
the hearing before Justice Goff on 
Saturday last on the application for a 
new trial for the four gunmen who 
slew Herman Rosenthal was locked in 
the Tombs late yesterday afternoon, &@ 
confessed perjurer. His arrest and sub- 
Sequent imprisonment followed a dra- 
matic interview which he had with Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman and Assistant 
District Attorneys Groehl and Minton. 
The case, it is believed, ultimately will 
reveal startling methods employed in 
the defense of the four gunmen and of 
ex-Lieut. Charles Becker. 

The testimony of this witness, had it 


been corroborated, would have won a| 


new trial for the four gunmen and 
would have sent Sam Schepps to the 
electric chair. The witness, who now 
admits that he tried to involve Schepps 


and others so that the gunmen might be | 


saved, is in peril of imprisonment of 
ten years for his offense. 

The confessed perjurer is Car] Dres- 
ner, an Austrian, 29 years old, of 147 


East Fifty-fifth Street, a cutter 
trade. Some days before the applica- 
tion for a new trial for the gunmen 
was made by Charles G. F. Wahle and 
H. Lionel Kringel, their attorneys, Dres- 
ner made an affidavit in which he said 
that he knew all of the informers 
against Becker intimately; that he was

1912, and heard Jack Rose plotting 
azainst Rosenthal’s life; and also that 
he was at the scene of the Rosenthal 
shooting four days later and saw the 
murder car pass. In the car, he swore, 
were Harrv Vallon and Bridgic Webber, 
while Sam Schepps was standing on the 
running poard. He swore to this before 
Justice Goff at the hearing last Satur- 
day and under cross-examination stuck 
to his story persistently. 

In contrast with this testimony Dres- 
ner yesterday made this affidavit in 
District Attorney Whitman's office: 

Gunmen’s Witness Recants,. 


City and County of New York, ss: 

{, Carl Dresner, being duly sworn, 
do depose and say: 

I made certain affidavits in the law 
office of Wahle & Kringel of this city, 
on the 10th day of April, 1914, and I 
testified before Mr. Justice Goff of the 
Supreme Court on the lith day of 
Apri!, 1914, substantially as follows: 

Tnat I stood in Forty-third Street, 
near Sixth Avenue, on the morning of 
July 16, 1912, and saw a gray car 
drawing toward Sixth Avenue on 
rorty-third Street, at about 2 o'clock, 
and that one Sam Schepps, was 
standing on the runningboard of the 
Baid car. 

I further swore in my affidavit and 
stated to the court as aforesaid that 
on an evening prior to July 16 IT saw 
Jack Rose, Bridgie Webber and others 
standing near the Garden Restaurant, 
and heard Jack Rose say to Bridgie 
Webber, ‘Put it over him now,” or 
words te that effect, and that I saw 
Herman Rosenthal coming from said 
restaurant. 

Said statement and all of the state- 
ments of fact which I made at sa:d 
times arc false and untrue, and were 
known by me to be untrue at the time 
they were made. 

I was not on Forty-third Street or 
in that vicinity on the morning of July 
16, 1912. I did not see a gray motor 
ear or any motor car which I now _re- 
call on that day. I never saw Sam 
Schepps nor any other persons stand- 
ing on the running board of any such 
car. 1 did not see Jack Rose or 
Bridgie Webber in the vicinity of the 
Garden Restaurant. 

I never have seen Jack Rose, and I 
ghould not know Bridgie Webber. I 
did not hear Jack Rose or any other 
person say “ Put it over him now.” 
I did not see Herman Rosenthal at the 
Garden Restaurant on the evening of 
the 138th of July, 1912, and I never 
saw the said Rosenthal at the said 
restaurant or in that vicinity. 

I nave not been promised any im- 
munity or reward of any kind from 
the District Attorney of this county or 
any representative of the District At- 
torney. I make this statement volun- 
tarily, and IT have come to the office 
of the District Attorney to-day be- 
cause I saw in the newspapers this 
morning that he was going to conduct 
an investigation, and I felt sure that 
he would learn the falsity of my testi- 
mony, and I therefore came and gave 
myself up. CARL DRESNER. 


Dresner Was in a Trap. 


It was not by chance, it was learned, 
that Dresner decided to change his tes- 
timony. As a matter of fact, he was so 
involved in an investigation which Mr. 
Whitman started immediately after the 
gunmen’s witnesses had testified that he 
was helpless. He confessed perjury after 
he saw that there was no other way out. 

Dresner went to the District Attor- 
ney’s office of his own free will. 
him, however, under subpoena was Abe 
Guerson, whose name was brought into 
the case by Dresner on Saturday. <Ac- 
cording to Dresner, he was on his way 
to see his friend Guerson in the Elks 
Club on West Forty-third Street on the 
morning of the murder. Mr. Whitman 
had found Guerson and had learned 
that Dresner was not in communication 
with him at all on that morning.

$15,000 GEM THEFT 
AMAZES BROADWAY 


Daylight Robber Smashes Win- 
dow with a Brick, Seizes Dia- 
monds and Escapes. 


LOCKS DOOR, STOPS PURSUIT 


Proprietors Imprisoned In Shop Near 
Thirty-sixth Street While Thief 
Flees to a Taxicab. 


In the driving rain at 6:30 o’clock last 
night a slim young man stopped in 
front of Rosenthal’s Curiosity Shop, at 
1,366 Broadway, between Thirty-sixth 
and Thirty-seventh Streets. In the win- 
dow were trays of diamonds said by the 
store’s owners to be worth from $125,- 
000 to $150,000. The young man paused 
near the door an instant, as if about to 
enter. Then he moved to the front of 
the large display window, and sent a 
brick smashing through it. 

Two members of the Rosenthal firm, 
standing just inside the front door, saw 
the brick thrown and saw the big hole 
it made in the window at the height of 
the man's shoulder, a foot above the 
diamond trays. They blew police whis- 
tles while a young woman running from 
the rear of the store screamed “ Mur- 
der!’ at the top of her lungs. 

The partners, and even the young wo- 
man, tugged at the front door, but it 
would not budge an inch, and they had 
to stand helpless while they saw the 
eager thief put his arm through the 
hole repeatedly and pick up bunches of 
diamonds—diamond brooches, diamond 
rings, and diamond-mounted studs. 

Peering through the front door, those 
inside the store saw a heavy chain lead- 
ing from the door-knob to a post, to 
which is fastened a steel gate at clos- 
ing time each night. They tugged away 
for five minutes and then it was finally 
the door-post which gave. !

Police Capt. Ward of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station, who led a squad of 
reserves, declared the robbery was the 
most skillfully planned he had known 
in recent Broadway history. 

Michael Rosenthal, proprietor of the 
Curiosity Shop, estimated his loss at 
$15,000 after two hours’ work upon the 
firm's books, checking up the records 
of what had been in the trays with the 
diamonds still left after the thief had 
lifted out a handful from each of the 
principal trays. 

The robbery, carried out as it was in 
the rain by a man working without con- 
federates, could not have been success- 
ful, according to the police, at any 
other hour of the day. At the time it 
occurred the night life of the White 
Light District had not yet stirred into 
activity, and the business crowds had 
just thinned down to their lowest num- 
bers. An hour earlier and an hour later 
Broadway in the vicinity of the Curios- 
ity Shop was crowded with people, de- 
spite the heavy rain. 

Persons who were passing in Broad- 
way at the time were so busy striving 
to keep their umbrellas from blowing 


inside out and thelr raincoats wrapped 
about them that they had little time to 
observe what any one else was doing. 

The thief evidently had chosen his 
time with extreme care, *and he also 
chose with a care that evoked excla- 
mations of admiration from the police, 
the chain with which he locked the 
front door shut. The chain was found 
to be “cut to fit’’ so that the door 
could not be moved for a single inch 
while the links remained in place. So 
that it would make no noise while be- 


ing put in place the chain was wrapped} 


with adhesive tire tape. 

Two big padlocks had been fitted at 
the ends of the chain and the task of 
fixing it to the door and the iron post 
outside was merely a matter of snap- 
ping the two locks shut. 

Michael Rosenthal, head of the Rosen- 
thal firm, has been in the diamond 
business in this city for fifty-two years. 
Because of expericnce with thieves 
while his store was in the Bowery for 
more than forty years, he had Installed 
almost every kind of safety device 
recommended for keeping out skillful 
burglars. 

“T don’t think it could have happened | 
any other way,’’ Mr. Rosenthal said | 
while his sons, Joseph and Harry, | 
worked on the inventory at 11 o’clock, | 
‘for I had tried hard to make the place 
burglar proof.” 

Mr. Rosenthal pointed to the roof 
across which thin copper wires were 
stretched two inches apart. He pointed 
to electric alarms attached to each door 
and to a big notice that the store was 
protected by an agency. In the rear 
of the room there was a patch on the 
ceiling where a burglar had entered two 
years ago and had cleaned out the case 
containing gold mesh bags and other 
heavy gold articles. 

“You _ see, that case {fs empty,’ he; 
said, ‘for ever since the previous rob-' 
bery we have kept such goods in the 
safe, and have displayed them only 
when customers have come. My son 
Harry went on the vaudeville stage once, 
and he wanted me to make a specialty 
of diamond for actors. So I did and 
moved up here from the Bowery to be 
in the White Light District. That was | 
six years _ ago. Now this thief comes | 
along, and he cleans out the profits of 
all those years—and more. He selected 
the biggest and best and most expen- 
sive diamonds from each tray.” 

The first crowd that collected after 
the robbery was composed of guests 
from the Marlborough Hotel, across the 
street, who were attracted by the 
screams of Miss Frances Rosenthal, one 
of those locked in the store. As the, 
theatre crowds began to assemble the 
sidewalk in front of the store became. 
the centre of a crowd so dense that 
olicemen had to keep the people mov- 


ng.

He became quite 
friendly with the Admiral and was in- 
vited to visit several baseball games 
given by the crews of the American 
warships. At no time, either in Vera 
c 7% or Tampico, were our men af- 
ti od in any way by the Mexican au- 
thor cies. Our sailors were treated most 
politely. 

‘““The men of the navy do not feel a 
thrill at the news of possible trouble in 
Mexico. Conditions are such down 
there that we will hardly have any- 
thing else to do than maintain a patrol 
along the coast. The Mexicans have no 
mavy to speak of, and the brunt of 
whatever trouble may come will have to 
be borne by our soldiers.’’

EL PASO, Texas, April 15.—Juarez is 
a mirror that reflects the feelings and 
attitude of the Mexican people on every 
question. To-night the anti-American 
feeling in the Mexican town across the 
border is more bitter than it has been 
since the day Lieut. Field went across 
the bridge with his command of United 
States soldiers, thinking that he was 
going from one town to another on 
United States territory. 

Wholesale firms, railroad companies, 
merchants and customs brokers have 
noticed a decided change in attitude 
on the part of Mexicans toward the 
Americans, or Gringoes, as they are 
called in contempt. Americans who are 
forced to remain in Juarez because of 
their business, are sleeping in El Pasu 
at night, and many of them are moving 
their families to this side for fear of 
anti-American riots which might result 
from drastic action at Tampico, News- 
paper men detailed to cover the Mexican 
side were insulted to-day by the offi- 
cials of the rebel Government. 

Refugees on the American side, a part 
of the 5,000 Mexicans who live here, 
are holding informal meetings and mak- 
ing their plans.

Workmen on Building of Which 
O’Connell Is Patron Arrested.

ROME, April 15.—A sensational and

“The arrest of this man is justifl- 
for my withdrawal from the 
case,"’ said Mr. Shay over the 
telephone. ‘‘I have expected something 
like this to happen for over a year. It 
is a sample of what can happen when 
a man like John Becker has anything 
to do with the gathering of evidence.” 

Mr, Shay had made an earlier state- 
ment regarding his withdrawal from the 
vase. This was made before he heard 
of Dresner’s arrest. In this statement 
he said: 

“At the time I announced my with- 
drawal from the Becker case I had no 
idea that the rumormonger would ap- 
pear with his wild and cruel insinua- 
tlons. My reasons for my retirement 
would not have been made public but 
for the fact that I felt that this serpent 
would falsely make it appear that I had | 
abandoned my client because of my be- | 
lief in his guilt. 

“To avoid this, and much as I re-| 
gretted it, I was obliged to give my 
true reasons. I do not charge that the 
brother, John Becker, acted with any 
criminal intent, but his zeal in behalf 
of his brother led him into doing every- 
thing that was opposed to food judg- 
ment and discretion, and his actions 
were prejudicial to the case. 

**In the face of warnings and threats 
he continued to permit himself to be ap- 
proached by any person who pretended 
to be of assistance.

BERLIN, April 15.—Information is 
said to have reached Berlin that a 
fresh plot Is brewing for the seizure 
of the throne of Persia. 

The scheme, which {is reported to 
have been fomented in Russia, aims 
at again placing the ex-Shah, Mo- 
hammed Ali, who abdicated in July, 
1909, on the throne, since occupied by 
his young son, Ahmed Shah, Narr- 
ul-Mulk being Regent, 

The ex-Shah has just left Berlin, 
where he had been undergoing treat- 
ment at a nursing home in the strict- 
est incognito for diabetes. He has 
proceeded to his home at Odessa, via 
Warsaw, but will return to Western 
Europe for the cure at Carlsbad in 
May. 

According to existing arrangements 
Ahmed will be crowned in July. His 
mother, who is now with the ex-Shah, 
has been invited to the coronation, 
but Mohammed Ali hopes that his 
own plans will in the meantime have 
made such progress that if there is 
any coronation it will be the restoring 
of the crown on his own head. 

Russia’s -interest in the ex-Shah’s 
ambitions is deduced from the fact 
that while he was in Berlin this time 
he received frequent visits from the 
Russian Ambassador. Through the} 
latter’s influence the Berlin police 
authorities furnished to the ex-Shah 
a private guard of two detectives, who 
accompanied him whenever he left 
his apartments in the Luther-Strasse 
either for the nursing home the 
Russian Embassy, where he an 
occasional visitor.

With the repulsion 
for capital punish- 
ment expressed by 
Commissioner and Dr. 
KATHARINE BEMENT 
Davis a large and steadily increasing 
number of people strongly sympathize. 
These same people share, too, her disbe- 
lief in the deterrent effect in these legal 
killings, and her hope that some day 
reformative, remedial, and preventive 
measures will be so much more effective 
than now that potential murderers will 
far oftener receive, necessary attention 
before it is too late for either themselves 
or their victims. 

Dr. Davis, however, ignored an essen- 
tial difference when she instanced the 
restoration to social tolerability and 
utility of a young Sicilian woman who 
had slain a man as illustrating what 
might have been done with the four 
**gunmen ”’ if taken in hand betimes. 
In the case of the woman the act com- 
mitted evidenced neither depravity nor 
defectiveness of mind. It was in strict 
accord with public sentiment as she 
knew it, and from her point of view 
was an established and commendable 
** folkway ’’ rather than a crime. 

It must be remembered that at one 
stage of human progress toward law and 
order ‘‘ justice’’ is maintained by the 
individual or not at all, and the sum- 
mary infliction of punishment for per- 
senal wrongs suffered is a recognized 
duty that can be and is performed with 
the full approval of conscience. Sicily’s 
emergence from that stage—if all of it 
has emerged even yet—was so recent 
that its peasant class can be understood, 
and in a way excused, when they re- 
sort to private vengeance instead of 
leaving the protection of life, property, 
and honor, as more advanced communi- 
ties do, more or less completely, to the 
courts. 

For the deed of the *‘ gunmen ”’ there 
was no such explanation or palliation. 
To their own knowledge, and deliber- 
ately, they violated the ‘‘ folkways”’ as 
much as the laws they were expected to 
observe, and as hired assassins they 
would have risked the death penalty as 
much in Sicily, or any wild frontier like 
California in the days of ‘49, as they 
did here and now in New York. What- 
ever of justification there is for capital 
punishment for murderers applies to 
them, and between their case and that 
mentioned by Dr. Davis there is no like- 
ness and practically no analogy.

BIG SHIPMENTS FOR CANAL. 


Two Isthmian Railways in 1913 
Transported $130,500,000 in Goods. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Fvidence 
of the extent of the traffic which may 
be expected to pass through the Panama 
Canal is given in figures made publie 
to-day by the Department of Com- 
merce, which show that in 1913 two 
small isthmian railways carried $130,- 
600,000 of merchandise brought by ves- 
sels from the United States and later 
shipped to other ports in the United 
States and foreign countries. Of this 
trade two-thirds moved westward, the 
remainder eastward. 

Only a few American ports participated 
in the traffic. New York leading with 
$84,000.000. San Francisco was second 
with $21,800,000, and Hawali third with 
$18,200,000, 

The Tehuanterec Railroad. which is 
190 miles long, carried $99,300,000 of the 
traffic, and the Panama Railway, forty 
miles long, $31,000,000. The total amount 
was double that shipped by the same 
routes in 1908, one year after the open- 
ing of the Tehuantepec line.

Heavy undervaluations of Venetian 
laces are revealed in a reappraisement 
decision made yesterday by Judge Coop- 
er for the Board of United States General 
Appraisers. The case before the Gen- 
eral Appraiser was said to be typical of 
many others now troubling the New 
York appraising officials. 

As the result of an investigation fol- 
lowing complaints Appraiser Higgins 
held up a large invoice of the goods 
shipped to this country by G. Zuanelll 


of Venice, and consigned to importers 
in this city, whose identity 
refused to divulge. The Examiner went 
through the importaion carefully and 


recomended heavy advances over the 


entered prees in order to bring the in- 
voice prices up to those prevailing in 
the Venetian market for similar goods. 
Collector Malone assessed duty on the 
higher valuations, with 
the American representatives of the ex- 
porter appealed to a single 
praiser for a review. 

Judge Cooper’s decision demonstrates 
that the laces in question were seriously 
undervalued, Coperte pleces of lace, in- 
voiced at $73 each, are held to be prop- 
erly dutiable on the basis of S&S each, 
while squares invoiced at $80 apiece are 
advanced by the decision to $90 each for 
dutiable purposes. Centre pieces entered 
at $20 each are found to be worth $25 
in the wholesale market at Venice. Other 
centre pieces were ralsed from $46 to 
One lot of lace squares stated 
by the exporter to be worth $38 each is 
advanced by the decision to $45 each, 
About the only line allowed to pay duty 
at the entered value was Ruscini lace. 
This was invoiced as possessing a value 
of $5 per piece. Judge Cooper decided
